ELECTRIOAL DEVELOPMENT.

Some Data Supplied by the General
Electric Company.
W. E. Curtis, in the Chicage Reestd,

The General Electric people tell me
that In 1893, when they commenced to
manufacture machinery for transmit-
ting power, their business amounted
to léss than $120,000 for the year,where-
RS for the present year up to date
their contracts exceed $6,000,000. In
1885 C. A. Coffin, who was engaged In
the shoe business at Lynn, Mass,
agreed to rent desk room In his office
and give his time for a part of two
days In the week looking after the in-
tereats of Messrs. Thomson and Hous-
ton, two school teachers from Phila-
delphia, who had invented an are light,
Now Mr, Coffin is at the head of a
company employing 14,000 men. The
first application of electrical power for
manufacturing purposes was at the old
Baltle mills in Rhode Island. They
were formerly owned by Governor
Sprague, and were abandoned hecause
they were Inaccessible. Somebody sug-
gested putting in electrieal power, and
a wire was stretched from a dam flve
mliles away. That was the flrst ox-
periment In transmitting power along
a wire, and It was so successful that nn
alterations have ever been made, and
the total cost of repalrs has been less
than $300.

The largest electrical plant In the
world runs the surface street cars in
New York city. It can develap 0,000
horse-power, and is divided Into units
of 5,000 horse-power each. The Ning-
ara Falls plants combined now equal
nearly 100,000 horse-power, and when
the present Improvements are complete
will exceed 125,000 horse-nower. A
company ls being organized by General
George 8. Field, of Buffalo, to take un
the power on the Canadian side, and if
the plans are carrled out It will be a
larger and more comprehensive devel-
opment than that on the American side.

The problem of transmitting power
Is being gradually solved. It involves
simply a commercinl question. The
power of Niagara river can be trans-
mitted over a wire to New York withi=
out difficulty, although in the present
stage of development of electrical sel-
ence it would be more expensive than
steam. The power of 5,000 horses ecan
be transmitted fifty miles over three
copper wires the slze of a lead pencil
and compete with any other form of
motive power. As the distance in.
crouses Lhe expense Increnses very rap-
idly beond that distapce until It be-
comes grealer than s required to pro-
duee the same amount of power from
aoil, The higher the price of conj—
as In Arlzona and California—the fur-
ther electricity can be carried with
cconomy. At Fresno, Cal, and at tha
Telluride mines at Prove, Ulah, elec-
tricity is carried fAfty-five miles: at
Kalumagzoo, forty-zix miles;, at Taco-
ma, Wash., forty-five miles,
